MKDIUMSIlir AND PHYSICS - 
ARE THEY COMPATIBLE?

An entrancing display of flashing blue lights danced in the air. They 
were attached to nothing, yet looked electric. They had beginings and 
endings appearing as fuzzy edges, electrical discharges not starting or 
ending with the usual electrodes, disembodied lights of short duration, 
in fact something the like of which I had never seen before. They appea¬ 
red to have been triggered by the rousing songs of Douglas Shaw's circle 
as they wound up the power. I felt a prickle at the back of my head which 
others later identified as a breeze. These were the preludes to the most 
astonishing communication I have ever witnessed. In a little while, a 
babyish voice began. The sound seemed to emanate from somewhere near the 
top of the wall, about ten feet from where the medium's heavy breathing 
came. It was a little boy addressing his father sitting near me. A two 
way conversation developed. It seemed like the ordinary banter between 
father and son. 

The medium was not involved in any direct way. The chatter went on for 
some time, but then a very strong clear adult male voice came through. 

The voice addressed me personally as "Ronald" and engaged me in conver¬ 
sation. We talked about the theory of gravitation I had been working on 
for the last six years and the spin off which offered explanations for 
the paranormal. Ultimately he told me his name was "Cook". He said he 
had been one of the students I had lectured at University. This was soon 
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after my appointment. Unfortunately I was so amazed at the clarity of 
speech and the implications behind it all, that I just somehow could 
not seem to think of sensible questions to ask. I forgot to ask him his 
first name or that of the University. Douglas Shaw, the highly developed 
medium, has promised to try and find out these details at the next circle 
Before I go further, I need to explain how I came to be there at all. It 
started with the new theory of gravitation. My specialist expertise lies 
in the areas of thermodynamics and fluid mechanics, disciplines both fir¬ 
mly rooted in the mechanics Issac Newton formulated in the I600's. 

Because his theory of gravitation turned out to be inadequate, Einstein 
had stepped in with a new abstract way of thinking which gave close agre¬ 
ement with all observation and became firmly established. Attempts to 
match it to "quantum theory" made over the next 60 years did not succeed, 
however. Quantum Theory is based on the idea that what we see as empty 
space is in fact a "seething mass of virtual particles". These are very 
short lived, minute and invisible. They push the particles of matter we 
can see, and so cause forces to arise. These are the forces of nature, 
such as those exhibited by objects carrying charges of static electricity 
Until all explanations had a common quantum base, the "holy grail" of a 
'grand unifies theory'could not appear. 


The established approach clashed with the discipline 
with which I was familiar, and so I decided to take a 
close look at the problem. I went back to where the 
physicists left off early this century, and extended 
the mechanics of Newton without making reference to 
Einstein's theories or relativity at all. It took a 
long four years to formulate a mathamatical theory 
capable of accurately matching all known observation. 

It paralleled Einstein's predictions, but was free 
from difficulties. 

A first presenation of the new theory was made to a 
packed audience of over a hundred students and some 
physics staff, members at the University of Leeds 
England on the I8th of January 1990. A lively discu¬ 
ssion ensued, and so the theory should take off from 
this point. What will be of greater interest to the 
readers of this Journal, is the spin off, because it 
provides scientific support for spirituality. An ass¬ 
ociated problem of long standing is that of 'wave 
particle duality^ When any tiny particle has a choice 
of more than one path, it does not choose one and ignore 
the rest as scientists expected. Instead it seems to 
spread out like a wave system to follow all options, simu 
isting explanations would not fit.

The Everett-Wheeler theory for example, demanded the existence of an in¬ 
finite number of interpenetrating universes. The new theory of gravitat¬ 
ion showed however, that ten per cent of space is filled with virtual 
particles. It followed that the total number of interpenetrating univer¬ 
ses could not exceed about ten. In the new combined theory, everything 
is made from two kinds of energy, positive and negative, the "Yin and 
Yang" of energy, each totally dependant on the other for its existence.

Furthermore, the other bodies need not be made from dominantly positive 
energy. It is this feature which is responsible for our 'inertia' It 
takes the application of much force, acting through a considerable dis¬ 
tance, to accelerate us to a high speed. Then a similar breaking force 
is needed to stop us again. In consequence, we can only move very slowly 
as compared with the speed of light. Other matter systems could consist 
of exactly balanced energies. People made from exactly balanced energy 
would have no inertia, and so could accelerate to any desired speed, al¬ 
most instantly. They could float in the air at will by levitation, and 
yet could sit in a chair with weight adjusted to any desired level of 
comfort. 


In this case however, there is nothing left for the halo needed to pro¬ 
duce gravitation. Such systems could only have planets held together by 
the gravitation borrowed from our system of matter. They could only co¬ 
exist with the planets of our solar system, or even the sun itself, using 
these objects as gravitational anchors. This is very exciting because of 
the close match with descriptions coming to us via the mediums !! And 
this is why I started to take an interest in Spiritualism, The theory is 
fully described in a booklet written to supplement the Leeds lecture on 
gravitation and entitled, "Intelligence Behind The Universe", (see advert 
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on previous page). In this booklet, suitable for a non technical reader- 
ship, the new idea for wave particle duality is fully described, and it 
is shown that plausible explanations for all paranormal phenomena can be 
advanced when a grid having computer like properties exists to control 
all matter and motion. The spirit, Mr Cook, said that this concept was 
very close to the truth. There was an interpenetrating grid, but it was 
not universal as I had postulated. He said each galaxy was based on a 
seperate grid structure.

Strange and Unknown

(Hitler's interest in the Occult, Symbolism, and the Swastika, is dis¬ 
cussed in this article by writer Lee Walsh from Damariscotta, ME, USA) 


Why did Hitler choose an inverted swastika inclined towards the left 
and enclosed in a circle ? All authors are not in agreement as to whether 
or not this choice had a definite occult meaning and purpose in Hitler's 
overall plan for the future Germany, or even whether or not he had any 
interest in the occult at all. I believe that Hitler not only had a dri¬ 
ving interest in the occult, but that he knew the power of symbolism as 
well as colour. Therefore, his choice of that particular symbol, combin¬ 
ed with the colours of red, black and white, were deliberate. 

When anyone sees the swastika they immediately think of the "Nazi Cross". 
Other forms of swastika have been found down through the ages and in 
many cultures. It is an ancient symbol, and dates back thousands of years 
relating to religion, and all good things, including re-creation and in¬ 
finity. The symbol was used amoung the Indians of North and South America 
and has turned up in a number of civilizations including, China, Egypt, 
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Scandinavia and Greece: having been found on Buddhist and Celtic monu¬ 
ments. Hitler was always enthralled with the music of Richard Wagner, 
for Wagner's music had a powerful influence on all occultists. Wagner 
had such strong feelings toward the occult that this powerful feeling 
came through dramatically in his operas. Many of his themes had their 

beginings as an old Celtic tale, but Wagner would tra¬ 
nsform the tale to serve his own purpose and genius, 
many times using powerful situations combining Gods 
and men. Due to Wagner's "influence" on the occult 
scene, Aleister Crowley included him in his list of 
"Gnostic Saints". 


The swastika itself, when adopted by Hitler, was turned backward, or in¬ 
verted, inclined toward the left, and enclosed in a circle, the swastika 
band was also worn on the left arm. As it id known in Black Magic, when 
anything is inverted, (such as in the black mass), it lends more power. 

A counter clockwise swastika therefore, would lend more of the kind of 
power that Hitler wanted to evoke than would the ancient symbol for good. 
Also, a circle, if drawn counter-clockwise, would compliment the swastika 
and would also purport evil intent. The circle, a "hole within a hole" 
is normally something sacred, protecting and complete. However, a circle 
in itself is an eternal link for a common cause. 

The "left" not only pertains to a radical or socialistic group, but "left" 
also has many traditional connotations of evil connected with black magic, 
hence the swastika inclined toward the left and worn on the left arm. The 
fact that the swastika is inclined would denote motion, and a swastika in 
motion becomes a circle, again the eternal link for a common cause. The 
colours that Hitler chose for his emblem are also significant, a black 
swastika in a white circle on a red background. Once again, we return to 
the Celts, (no comment Ed !) and the colour red. It is the colour of imm¬ 
ortality, physical life, and energy. Perhaps most important of all, red 
is a defense against psychic attack, and can also be used in mounting a 
psychic attack. It was always the colour of magic, and considered a de¬ 
fence against the Evil Eye. I am sure that Hitler knew also that red de¬ 
notes the symbol of brute force, forcible and positive actions and results. 
It is a colour for heroes, and those who are brought into the fold are 
responsive to red, the colour of war and conquest. 

Hitler was a dynamic man, a dynamic speaker. The colour black commands 
respect, and is a very dynamic colour that enables a person to drive home 
facts emphatically. The colour is used to kill enemies, or summon the 
Devil for aid. On the other hand, in alchemy, black can mean germination 
and new life, something that Hitler wanted. In 1933 he said, "Our youth 
is our only hope for the future. Do you think that we bring them up only 
to sacrifice them on the battlefield ?" We all know that Hitler wanted to 
create a race of super-humans and create new life. 

While we usually think of the colour white in relation to purity and in¬ 
nocence, there is another association, that of death and unlimited forc¬ 
eful creative energy. Where three colours are combined, white as one of 
the colours, is the balancing element and a very valuable factor. Study 
is still going on as to the effects of the colours in shaping the mind and 
spirit of Nations. In total, the symbol that Hitler chose would add up to 
all he ever hoped to achieve and he,i no doubt, believed that it would aide 
him to the ultimate end. The swastika, or a form of it, has been used in 
almost every esoteric society, so what went wrong ?

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For a time, the emblem projection that Hitler planned envisioned, and 
used, was doing its work well. However, all of those who deal in black 
magic know that something can go wrong, and many times it does. You do not 
call upon the Devil for help and give nothing in return. Hitler was a 
powerful man, he knew how to draw on this power and use it, to his ultimate 
destruction. Hitler once said, "the worst thing about marrige is it crea¬ 
tes rights and claims to one's attention.

People flock to Britains ancient sites by the thousand each year, some 
for a day out, others who claim to be able to tune into an inner aware¬ 
ness and an energy as old as the Earth itself.

He-claimed that most of the sacred and prehistoric sites in Britain 
including more recent churches, (which were normally built on preceding 
Pagan sites), were built to align with each.

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THE LINDA MOULTON HOWE INTERVIEW. 


(The following is an interview that I conducted with American cattle 
mutilation expert, Linda Moulton Howe at the Sheffield UFO Congress 
in August this year). 

ABRIEVIATIQNS : (MR) Malcolm Robinson. (LMH) Linda Moulton Howe. 


(MR) Linda, when did you first get interested in strange phenomena ? (LMH) I did my 
graduate work at Stanford University, and between 1958 to 1979, I was a T.V. producer 
focusing on science and medicine and the environment. In 1979 there were stories for 
the second time about strange, and what were called animal mutilations in Canada, The 
United States, Mexico, Central America, Australia, The Canary Islands off the coast of 
Africa, and parts of Europe. And, as a documentary and film maker and T.V. producer, 
interested in the environment, I thought naively, that I could get into this story and 
get to the bottom of it, and that it might have something to do with environmental 
contamination. And, after one month of interviews, all I was hearing from the Sherriffs 
and Deputies, and even a few fellow journalists were these strange stories of mutilat¬ 
ions. I also heard of encounters with something that was 
bigger than a football field, lights brighter than day¬ 
light shining over a field where mutilated animals were 
later found. 

So it was in the process of trying to do a serious 
environmental study that I found myself going deeper 
and deeper into a hall of mirrors with a quick-sand 
floor that is this subject that some people call UFOs 
which is an old and outdated word for Unidentified 
Flying Objects, when in the 90's I think the Govern¬ 
ments are dealing with Identified Aerial Vehicles 
which come from someplace else beyond here ! 

(MR) Now you deal specifically with cases relating 
to cattle mutilations, cattle which are found in 
unusual circumstances. What exactly is a typical LINDA M. HOWE & M. ROBINSON , 

cattle mutilation ? (LMH) The typical animal mutilation 

for the last 30 years is that ther's one ear missing, one eye missing, a circular piece 
of flesh taken around the missing eye. Sometimes the optic nerve is removed deep into 
the brain. The tounge is removed, deep in the throat. The genitals, whether it is male 
or female, is excised, and, in almost every case, the rectal area is cored out, as if 
you would shove a pipe into the back of the animal and take out the tissue. Everything 
is bloodless, and it is dry. 

(MR) Is there a possibility of Occult sects or Government experimentation going on in 
regards to these cases ? (LMH) The animal mutilation mystery began in the I960's 
before we even had lasars in-operations. The issue of whether or not the Governments 
or Satanic Cults could be involved with the mutilation mystery, I think doesn't hold 
up to the facts. And the facts are, that for the past 30 years, these animals under 
pathology examination and necropys done by vetenarians, odd things are found under 
microscopes. Since 1989 we have had over 30 animals in which the excisions were done 
with something hot enough to cook the heomoglobin, it must have been approximately 
300 degrees fahrenheit. Another thing is, I've talked with vetenarians, they won't go 
on record, they won't be filmed, they won't be interviewed, but they tell me that 
they go inside the belly of an animal or the chest, in which there are no excisions 
on the outside of the animal, but when they get in the inside, they are seen !! 
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In one case the heart is completely removed from inside the para-car- 
dian sac, and theres no cuts or tears. In another case, an Arkansaw 
Vet, said that when he got inside the body of an animal, that the 
bladder was completely removed, and the cut was without any question, 
"surgical". Now we have Vetenarians that use Necropsy, and they are 
looking at things inside the body of an animal and they are saying 
that it's surgical. Somethings happening here that is not humanly 
possible. (MR) Now you have cases on file in which there appears to be 
some evidence of strange aerial crafts with lights seen in close prox¬ 
imity to where cattle mutilations are later found, have you drawn any 
conclusions to these ? 

(LMH) The link between animal mutilations and something from somewhere 
else, I think has been evolving over the 30 years from eye witnesses 
who have seen either large glowing disks over pastures where animals 
are found, or what they say is a beam of light coming down into a 
pasture from something they can't see, they assume its a helicopter 
because the only thing we ever see a beam come out of is a helicopter. 
But when you talk to the Sherriffs or Deputys, or people who have seen these beams, 
they can't hear anything in the sky, so its not exactly a helicopter as we would know 
it. Furthermore, a half dozen cases of eye-witnesses who have encountered in broad 
daylight, some kind of "non-human being", who's usually described as being small, gray 
skinned, or gray green skinned, with big black pointed eyes, either carrying a calf 
or living cows that disappear, or are later found mutilated, and I think that its im¬ 
portant for all of us to pay attention to the eye-witness testimony of our fellow 
human beings. 

(MR) Is there any particular state or territory in which cattle mutilations are more 
frequent ? (LMH) In terms of where animal mutilations occur, there seems to be a kind 
of geographical distribution, there are cycles. For example, in North Eastern Colorado 
and South Eastern Colorado, there have always been repeated cycles of mutilations. 

You could say the same thing about Southern South Dakota, or Northern South Dakota, 
you could say the same about parts of the South East, it is as if, whatever this phe¬ 
nomena is, it must have some reason for going back to parts of the country that it 
does go to, and we don't understand it. Why is it always seemingly one area that get 
these cycles and mutilations ? 

(MR) Have you any speculation as to why the U.S. have these accounts, and not so much 
the U.K. ? (LMH) The issue of whether animal mutilations are occuring only in parts of 
the world, versus not other parts, well for example, the contrast between the United 
States and England. Sometimes I wonder if it has to do with cultural beliefs. In the 
United States we're a new country, we don't have a lot of old paragons and mythologies 
so the reports from the United States over the past 3 years, simply may have been more 
honest, whereas in England, there may have been as many mutilations, but they were 
dismissed as being something else, or they wem't recorded at all ! 

(MR) Now there is of course evidence of which domestic cats and dogs are found in much 
the same way, could you relate some cases pertaining to these, are there more cases 
relating to domesticated animals than say cattle ? (LMH) The most frequent animal found 
mutilated, are, cows first, second would be horses. After those two big animals, pro¬ 
bably the next category animals which are reported mutilated in some fashion, would be 
domestic dogs, cats, occasionally goats, sheep, rabbits, pigs, every domestic animal. 
Now, in terms of the domestic cats, this is a part that has always bothered me. 

Humans place a great deal of affection about their dogs and cats, but the phenomenon 
for the most part, is focusing on an animal that we largely as a species, are killing 
every day to eat. So you could argue that it looks at our planet, it needs something, 
makes the distinction, based on what "we do", and goes after cattle. The problem is, 
when they, when whatever it is, seems to be involved with things like dogs or cats, it 
raises the big issue WHY ? Are they trying to get our attention ? The result of a 
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person finding a cat, one woman from Plano Texas in 1991, her cat, a domestic house 
cat, had a collar with her address and number on it. The cat disappeared. I talked 
with a police detective from Plano Texas who said that he has 85 reports of missing 
domestic house cats that same summer from Plano Texas, and they had 8 "half cats". 

The front half or the back half of the cat would be reported missing, they never got 
two halfs of the same'cat. And they had a mutilated puppy. One woman went down to the 
humane society every morning, and stood there in her house coat waiting for her cat to 
show up, and it never did. (MR) Have you been hampered in any way by any authority or 
individual in your line of work ? (LMH) In 1983 when I was at Kirkland airports office 
of special Investigations, agent Richard Doddy, showed me a red briefing paper for the 
President of the United States about UFO crashes and alien bodies. I think that he was 
working for some kind of intelligence operation. 

I did a Strange Harvest, (Linda's documentary on the subject, Ed) for the C.B.S. 
station in Denver, he now knew that I was working on the project, and that I must be 
stopped. At the time, everything that he said to me, was that they were going to re¬ 
lease to me, films of discs in the sky, beings that had been retrieved, there was a 
major story, everybody was very excited. And this man promised that I was to see these 
films and photographs at a place outside of Washington D.C. And then when nothing turns 
up, when everything he says is going to happen, doesn't happen, well its so predictable. 

(MR) Have there been any mutilations which have not conformed to the 
usual pattern of mutilation ? (LMH) Yes one of the most puzzling aspects 
of the animal mutilation phenomenon, the animals that are found, are 
found as if somebody was trying to tell us something and we don't under¬ 
stand it. There was a man, he was in a District Attorney[ s office in 
Trinadad Colorado, and he was Investigating mutilations that were occur- 
ing down there, this was in the 70's. And he said that one night he got 
a call late, after midnight, at home, and it was a nurse that had come 
in to begin her midnight duty at the local hospital 
and she always came in the back door, which was an' 
emergency exit into the hospital. 

And she said that lying on the steps going up into 
the emergency door, was a calf that she said had to 
have been unborn, bacause the little pods didn't 
even have hoofs, they were just soft little round 
feet, with just the beginings of what was going to 
be hoofs. And there wasn't anything else, there was 
no marks on the body except this. The entire calf, 
looked like it had been "Blowdried" with a hair 
dryer. And that man has been haunted by it ever since. 

And they all said, "who in the world would do this, 
and why, and if its alien, what are they trying to 
tell us" ? 

(MR) What has been the conclusions of the specialists that have been 
employed on these incidents, what have they got to say ? (LMH)Well one 
of the problems with animal mutilations is there hasn't been much abi¬ 
lity to get a lot of scientific and medical analysis done because it 
costs so much money, and Shirriffs will say we haven't got a budget, 
and we can't get this sophisticated testing done. So since 1989, I've 
been trying to do whatever I could to get animals examined at least by 
a vetenarian, and if possible we could send tissue to a pathologist 
who has been co-operating with me in Denver Colorado, to have a look at 
it in a micro-scope, and at least tell me, was it cut to death, was it 
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something sharp, or was it predator teeth, or was it cut with high heat. 
And so far since 1989 we have examined over 30 animals, and the majority 
of them have been cut with "high heat". In some cases a sharp instrument 
Out of all those we only have 2 or 3 that showed up to be predators. 

That raises a big question about the rest of the world where mutilations 
are taking place. People don't have the money independantly to get the 
tests done. All of us are volunteering our time and energy in this, and 
so the scientific examination of these animals is definitely one of the 
weakest aspects, there's not much done. 

(MR) Has there been anyone who has actually witnessed a cattle mutilation. 
(LMH) Well, with this in terms of hypnosis, there is a case of a mother 
and daughter who were travelling with three other people in a car out¬ 
side of Houston Texas in 1973. They are all arguing about what a light 
is that's moving in the sky near the car. Finally the argument is be¬ 
coming quite emotional and the driver pulls the car over to the side 
of the road and the mother got out. She remembers getting back into the 
car, the family remembers proceeding on down the road. Nobody knew that anything bi¬ 
zarre had happened, until later when the woman started having headaches and nightmares, 
and her daughter did too. Well in 1980 that woman did a hypnosis session with me for 
my documentary, "A Strange Harvest" with Dr Leo Sprinkle. 

In that hypnosis session, she broke through her amnesia and saw a calf going up in a 
pale yellow beam of light, and she was suddenly inside of whatever this light was, 
we're assuming that it was a "craft". And their she watched two small three and a half 
to four feet tall gray beings, excise tissue from testicles and eyes. (Editor's Note 
we paused for a break at this point in the interview)... Under hypnosis, she penetrated 
her amnesia and she could recall seeing a calf going up in a pale yellow light. And 
then, as what happens in these abduction cases, she suddenly found herself inside of 
a round room with these two small gray beings that were excising tissue from testicles 
and an eyeball, and also a tounge. Ten years after that hypnosis session, I was able 
to do a hypnosis session with her daughter, who was one of the five in the car. The 
daughter didn't remember anything, and the daughter had resisted doing hypnosis for 
all of those ten years. 

And finally her curiosity was getting the better of her. When we did that hypnosis 
with Dr John Carpenter from Missouri, "she" describes seeing a calf going up in a beam 
of light. She describes being in a round room, and she was seeing parts of animals 
beyond cattle in a room as if they were on some kind of exhibit that were being pre¬ 
served. So, there were two or five people who were part of this sighting of a light 
which apparently the mother and daughter were abducted through, and the bulk of them 
saw a calf going up into a beam of light. And I think that even although its not con¬ 
scious eye witness testimony to a mutilation, its still close enough to call that 
circumstancial evidence. 

(MR) Now I believe that there have been cases in which unmarked helicopters have been 
observed in close proximity to these cattle mutilation sites. Is this correct, and do 
we know who they belong too ? (LMH) The dark unmarked helicopters have been a part of 
the animal mutilation story since at least the I960's. It's puzzling. I think the 
other Investigators and I, have come to the conclusion that the Government early on, 
knew that "something" was happening, and maybe they were able to moniter frequencies 
and they would go to certain pasture areas where they were picking up some kind of 
frequency, and maybe the whole job of those dark helicopters, was to monitor what was 
going on. Today, we're all begining to have a keen sense that our Government is ad¬ 
vanced enough now, that not only are they monitering something, and getting to 
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pastures that they may be trying to interfere, and that's a very provocative question. 
(MR) Finally Linda, apart from America, is there any other country which has a high 
concentration of animal mutilations on the same scope as America ? (LMH) Yes, Canada 
for sure. Canada has always had its many mutilations as much as the United States, 
and Australia. There is a surprising number of cases from the 70's in Australia. There 
have been many mutilations reported in Mexico, South America, especially Brazil. Jacques 
Vallee studied them. There was a period of time in the 70's when the Canary Islands, 
off the coast of Africa, had many mutilations, including birds that were found with 
puncture holes on the sides of their necks. The holes went right through their feath¬ 
ers, the bone, the muscle, everything. Just like a plug neatly picked out of those 
birds. 

England has had stories in which ponies, especially ponies, have been found flattened 
in circles, (Eh, Ed), there are several reports like that. And now we are in 1993, 
there have been four calf mutilations reported in England, an ear missing, eye missing, 
tounge removed in the throat, the genitals removed, the rectum cored out. And, by the 
spring of 1993, there have been over 30 reports of what the newspapers in England will 
say were horse slashings. Horses with puncture marks, horses with patches of hide re¬ 
moved, only hide deep, and they were being attributed to some kind of deranged indiv¬ 
idual. My question is, the same things been happening in Germany, at least a dozen 
horses in Germany, found punctured, pieces of tissue being taken. Is this a deranged 
individual, or is it a part of the animal mutilation mystery, which is taking, for 
some reason, a different characteristic, I don't know. 

(MR) Well Linda, may I wish you continuing success with your research into animal 
mutilations. (LMH) and crop circles, and abductions, and what the Governments know. 

(MR) Yes indeed, well every success. (LMH) Your welcome.

GETTING A MESSAGE . 

BX JOHN PLOWMAN. 


Do you believe in a spirit world ? To those whose answer is yes, I would 
say good. Where does this lead us ? if your answer is no, I don't believe 
in that sort of nonsense, my response is, "how do you know it is nonsense. 
If you are a floating voter, and haven't made up your mind, then I suggest 
that it is a worthwhile subject to Investigate.Start with the hypothesis 
that there is a spirit world, and that information from this spirit world 
comes to us through mediums or psychics who act as channels for communi¬ 
cation. The situation is equivalent to the hypothesis that there are re¬ 
mote galaxies, (astronomers believe in them) and that information from 
these galaxies comes to us in the form of light, through telescopes which 
act as information channels. 
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To what extent can the two hypotheses be compared ? Firstly, the source 
of information is not accessible. Nobody can go there and physically 
check it out. Secondly, the source as described, may or may not exist. 
Our only way of knowing about the source is by infor¬ 
mation received remotely. Thirdly, the information re¬ 
ceived is likely to be degraded by the process of trans¬ 
mission. What is picked up will suffer from unwanted 
signals or "noise" introduced along the communication 
channel by other sources. The signal will also be att¬ 
enuated, diminished by the presence of anything capable 
of absorbing it. Finally, the quality of the information 
received, will only be as good as the quality of the re¬ 
ceiver. Any defects in the receiver will distort the sig¬ 
nal, and may result in a misinterpretation of data. 


Another communication analogy which is applicable, is 
that of a prisoner of war who is allowed to write lett¬ 
ers now and again to a relative. The prisoner cannot 
communicate freely. He can only write at permitted times and the letters 
are censored. The relative receives information ostensibly from the pri¬ 
soner, but is the sender the prisoner himself ? Is the description of 
prison life anything like the real situation ? Is there a content of in¬ 
formation from propaganda sources within the prison who are delibertate- 
ly wanting to introduce spurious information ? Do we really know that 
the prisoner still exists ? 

A relative receives a message through a medium, ostensibly from the de¬ 
ceased. Does the message come from the dead relative ? Is the descripti¬ 
on of life "on the other side" anything like the real situation ? Is 
there a content of information from spirit entities who can also make 
use of the communication channel ? Does the person who has "passed over" 
still exist ? 

Let us examine some of the possible techniques used to assess the quality 
of information. In the physical sciences, a replicable experiemnt is al¬ 
ways valued. A number of'repeated readings which can be averaged, or a 
set of results which can be graphed, have more value than a single result 
In a court of law, the testimony of witnesses is valued in corroborating 
statements. Several independant witnesses are better than one. In a re¬ 
peated experiment, if nine results agree, and one is different, the 'odd 
man out'is likely to be regarded as false. Another approach is to match 
information received with other information which is already in our poss¬ 
ession. The statement X=3, may or may not be true. But if we already 
know that X+Y=7 and Y=4, we are able to prove that X=3 is true. 

Suppose a message is received through a medium, "Look in the wardrobe". 
Person A receiving this message looks in the back of the wardrobe and 
finds a coathanger. Person B receiving the same message, also checks the 
wardrobe and finds a coat, and in the pocket is a legal document which B 
has been looking for. The matching information is likely to impress B far 
more than A. The quality of the message is judged by the relevance of the 
date. What is the nature of the information coming through a medium that 
is allowed by the communication channel ? Your views please to the Edi¬ 
torial address.

FOREWARD. 



I think firstly I ve got a bit of explaining to do. It was somewhat premeture of me 
to state m our last issue that music was coming from a chi Ids push button guitar 
whilst no one was near it, and when there were no batteries in it. Now, that "was" 
the case as we went to print with our last issue, but not long afterwards we learned 
otherwise, as a new explanation surfaced. But let's start at the begining. 

HOW IT STARTED . 

Dealing with the paranormal, I usually find myself researching all 
sorts of strange cases, none of which however, were anything like 

the case that SPI were recently working on. It sure was a weird one. 

It all started when I received a telephone call from one Catrina 
McNab, a Spiritualist medium from the town of Plean in Stirlingshire. 

Catrina has worked with SPI before, in particular, the Tollbooth ghost 
case, in which the American TV show "Sightings" came to Scotland to 
film SPI regarding the case. Catrina explained to me that she knew of 
a family who lived near Stirling, (family request annonyminity) who 
were claiming that a small chiIds electronic keyboard type guitar, 16 
inches in length, was playing "itself" in their home without any 
batteries in it. It played the nursery rhyme, "Polly-Wolly-Doodle" 

Not only that, but it played at lam in the morning, every morning without fail ! Ca¬ 
trina suggested to me that we best act quickly lest the phenomenon should die away. 

So a date was arranged to visit the family in question. 

THE EVENTS. 



Catrina and I arrived at the home, the bottom flat in a block of flats, where I then 
set about interviewing the mother, son, and family friend. The mother related these 
following facts.... (A) She bought the guitar in a second hand shop in Stirling for her 
grandson Robert (5) to play with when he came to visit. (B) The family moved into the 
house in March t^s year, but it was only in June, when the mother had bought the gu¬ 
itar, that the events began to occur. (C) The first occasion that the guitar played, 
was when the mother was having a snooze on the livingroom settee, (all family members 
were out) when at lam, she heard through her snooze, the tune Polly-Wolly-Docdle. She 
crawled over to the source of this music, (the guitar that she had bought), and swit¬ 
ched it off, having at this point been wakened from her sleep. She then realised that 
in fact she had not switched the guitar off, but had switched it on, and then the re¬ 
alisation hit her, that the guitar did not contain any batteries within it to make 
the music in the first place. (The guitar can also be pre-programmed to play 14 sel¬ 
ected nursery rhyme tunes. 


(D) The following morning, again at lam, the guitar played again, the same tune was 

again there were batteries within the guitar. A family friend Jane Gil- 
bert (23) also heard the music, she too said that it came from the guitar. A few nights 
later, John Davie (21) son, was lying stretched across the settee having a snooze 
when he heard the now familiar sound of Polly-Wolly-Docdle. Then John felt extremely 
cold, seconds later, he felt extremely hot. He then heard a small child's voice say 
are you scare ? He then felt his ankles being lifted up by a small child like grip 
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He was then swung around on the settee, (his bottom being turned 90 degrees) in which 
he then found himself facing the livingroom wall. He was then led by the hand out of 
the livingroom but felt the grip release, and he was alone again in the room. Very 
frightened, he shouted for his mother and proceeded to tell her all about his experience.

The following night after the guitar had played again, the puzzled 
mother (Margaret Davie) sat quietly in her chair in the livingroom 
(all other family members had went to bed) closed her eyes, and in 
a relaxed state of mind asked out loud, ... "Who are you" ? Suddenly 
a picture evolved in her mind, just like a mini TV screen she told 
me, in which she saw this small girl, aged between 6 or 7 years, 
sat upon some cobbled stones idly chalking over the top of them. 

She described her as wearing an old type pinofore dress, (something 
akin to the female children featured in the American TV programme 
Little House On The Prarie). She had dark hair, of which tight 
ringlets were a main feature, and a small elflike face. She also 

wore black buttoned up boots. Margaret then asked the child_ 

"what's your name" ? and the child looked up and said..."Emily 
Woods". Margaret then asked,... "Where did you come from" ? To which 
the child replied.."Carronshore 1 .' (Carronshore is a small town on 
the outskirts of Falkirk, a good few miles away from the location 
in question. 

Margaret then asked the child,.."How did you die" ? Immediately 
after asking this question, she saw the child engulfed in smoke. 
Lots of smoke was billowing around her, no flames could be seen, 
just smoke. Now it is fair to say at this point that Margaret is 


unsure if she slipped into a dream state, or if this vision actually occured. All she 
does know, is that this vision was "very clear" and she did receive these answers. 


The guitar, the family claimed, continued to play every morning 
at lam, (no matter where they put it !) They even put it in a 
cellar and it played there ! This then was the testimony from the 
family. And, as I've said, it was confirmed when family and 
friends also heard the music. So, having conducted our interviews, 
we then sat with baited breath to see if the guitar would play 
for us. I've been a researcher for around 15 years now, and al¬ 
though I've seen what I believe to have been UFOs, I've never 
seen anything which could be termed spiritual, (well apart from 
table tilting). So to be honest readers, I was sitting in this 
woman's living room staring at the guitar propped up against 
the wall, not expecting anything at all to happen. So at five 
minutes to one I asked for total silence, and pressed record 
on my audio tape.

At exactly lam, the first notes offolly-Wolly-Doodle started to play. Well, I almost 
crapped myself, shivers raced up and down my spine, sheer unbelief crept over me, as 
I knew full well that some minutes before I had inspected the guitar, and sure enough 
there were no batteries contained within it, (or hidden micro tapes). The tune lasted 
for around nine seconds, whereupon total silence ensued. Margaret asked me if I was 
alright, it took me a few moments to reply. Thankfully I had the composure as the tune 
was playing, to take a quick photograph of the guitar in the hope that perhaps some 
"extra image" might come up on the photograph, (it did not). Wow, I had heard it, was 
it real ? was the tune in my mind or what ? Was this a practical joke ? Surely not as 
the family did not want any outsiders to know about it, (especially the press). They 
wanted a quiet life, not to be hounded by sight-seers peeking through their living 
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room window. They wanted an answer, a pure and simple answer, and it was up to SPI 
to hopefully provide one. We knew we had a case on ! 

THE INVESTIGATION BEGINS . 

Something like this requires a lot of thought, more so than you would imagine. There 
just had to be a logical explanation to account for all this, and I just had to think 
of all the possibilities. Catrina had suggested bringing in someone from the media, 
someone who could be trusted enough to promise not to divulge the familys names or 
where they lived, and would be there, purely and simply to observe and see if they too 
could hear the music, (a media personality "may" give it more credence !). I spoke to 
Margaret the mother about this, and stated that I knew someone, Mark Connelly of BBC 
Radio Scotland who could be trusted, (I had worked with Mark compiling a story on the 
Bonnybridge UFO sightings earliar in the year). Margaret said that she would only 
agree to Mark becoming involved, if he promised not to reveal the family. I placed a 
call to Mark, and he gave me his assurance that he would not reveal who the family were 
or where they lived. 

The next step was to bring in an electronic expert to check over this guitar. This was 
Tom Moir, a senior lecturer and electrical engineer at Paisley University. A date was 
then arranged to visit the family. We arrived at the family home where Mark Connelly 
of BBC Scotland, gave his total assurance to Margaret that he wouldn't disclose who 
they were but he was here in the capacity of doing a story for the Eddy Mair BBC Scot¬ 
land Show. Tom Moir the electronic expert, proceeded to take the back off the guitar. 
After carefully checking it over, he assured us all, that as far as he could see, he 
detected no signs of hidden microphones or timer activated switches. In short, nothing 
was amiss, everything was as it should be. And with that, he carefully put the guitar 
back together again. 

The room was full with family and friends, and true to form, at lam precisely, the 
tune played. Surprisingly though, the only persons who did not hear the tune, were 
Tom Moir, Mark Connelly, and Catrina McNab's boyfriend. Nevertheless, Mark Connelly 
did accept the fact that something strange was going on in the home, and recorded In¬ 
terviews with myself, Catrina, and family members. He kept his word and the family were 
not identified. The programme was presented fairly. I should state here that on this 
occasion, whilst I heard the tune, it was very faint ! 

THE NEXT LOGICAL STEP . 

As I had now heard this tune twice, I decided that the next logical step would be to 
take the guitar out of the home environment to see if it would play somewhere else. 
Before I took the guitar from the home however, I received a telephone call from the 
mother, stating that the tune had stopped playing at lam, and was now playing at 12.00am 
(MMrren). Prior to taking the guitar out of the home, Tom Moir and I revisited the family 
but missed hearing the tune play at 12.00am by minutes. Anyway on that night I took the 
guitar from the home, (the family were in full agreement). The following night I set up 
my audio recorded and waited with baited breath to see if the guitar would play in my 
house. 12.00am came and went, nothing had happened. About a minute after twelve my phone 
rang, it was Jim Davie (26) one of the two sons, who was very excited and was shouting 
over the phone, .."It's played..It's played". Now I had the guitar, but the tune still 
played in their home (MMiran). Clearly something was amiss ! It was becoming clear that 
the guitar was "not" the source of the music, it must be coming from somewhere else 
within the family home, but where !! 
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HELEN'S INVOLVEMENT. 


Catrina McNab had been very helpfull in obtaining psychic information about this spirit 
child, she also confirmed many details of the child that the mother had herself found 
out. However, the mother felt it necassary to involve another psychic to see in another 
psychic could confirm these details, or indeed provide more. That psychic was Helen 
Walters, SPI's main psychic medium consultant, and a regular attendee on SPI Investiga¬ 
tions. I again visited the home, this time with Helen Walters in which nothing was men¬ 
tioned to her about what was going on in the home, an imporatant fact as far as I could 
see. It was on this night that we discovered the source of where the sound of the nur¬ 
sery rhyme was coming. We uncovered the fact that the sound was coming from a walk in 
cupboard in the hall area, we both heard the sound very clear. 


The cupboard was full of boxes containing kids books-toys-cars- 
etc. We took some items out of the cupboard, and could not on 
this occasion, find any cause (item) to account for the music. 

Helen psychically picked up some information on this night, 
which I should state, did not really match what Catrina McNab 
had found out. However, Helen "did" pick up the spirit of a young 
girl. What was alarming on this night however, was when Helen was 
standing in the cupboard and was violently through backwards out 
of the cupboard and crashed into a wall on the opposite side. 

Helen explained that it wasn't the young child that did this, but 
a tall dark figure standing beside the girl who didn't want Helen 
to interfere. She couldn't discern whether this figure was male or 
female. This happened a few times more, but I ensured that I was in 
a position to catch her. 



Helen also saw five balls of red light move about head hight along the hall, and head 
in the direction of the mother's bedroom. So we now had found the area in which this 
music came from, (although I must state here the fact that the family are still ada- 
ment that the music came from the guitar, and did not come from anywhere else !!) This 
case was certainly proving more and more interesting, and we explained to the family 
that in the immortal words of Arnold Schwarzenegger, "we would be back". 

GMTV's INVOLVEMPT. 


Now during this breaX between visits, the mother explained to me over the phone, that 
on certain occasions she felt a small hand being inserted into her own. She also felt 
the small spirit child's hand on her wrist, (as did other members of her family). A 
family friend, Jane Gilbert (23) felt her hair being stroked when nobody was near her. 

A few days later, I received a telephone call from GMTV, a breakfast television station 
based in London. I was asked if I had any ongoing cases at the moment, to which I gave 
a very brief outline of this case. GMTV were most interested in this case, and asked 
if they could travel up to Scotland and film our ongoing Investigation. I replied that 
the family requested annonyminity and it would be up to the family in question if 
they wished to be a part of this. Not only that though, this Investigation was by no 
means complete. The upshot was, the family agreed, but only on the assurance that they 
would not be identified. Sue Woodfield of GMTV gave this assurance. Arrangements were 
made and programme researcher Sue Woodfield, accompanyed by a sound recordist and cam¬ 
era man, joined Tom Moir, Helen Walters, and myself at the family home. 

Interviews were conducted on Tom, Helen, and myself, as continuous cups of tea made 
their way around the home. GJ^fTV did not film the mother, she did however speak of the 
events on audio tape. Son Jim was filmed with his footwear obscuring his face. 
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POLLY-WOLLY-DOODLE UNCOVERED ! 

On completion of the interviews, our next step was to be filmed as we emptied the 
contents of the hall cupboard, it was quite a task I can tell you. The object here 
was to see if we could find any object/item which might be the root cause behind the 
music. It was during the course of the emptying of this cupboard, that electronic ex¬ 
pert Tom Moir, came across a small Orac hand held computor games machine which he kept 
seperate from the rest of the items. Having cleared the cupboard, I checked for loose 
floorboards, hidden panels etc, to see if something had been secreted in the cupboard 
perhaps by a previous tenant, everything was as it should be. The minutes ticked on, 
it was now five minutes to twelve. Our medium Helen Walters was now standing alone in 
the empty cupboard. Silence was everywhere, as all eyes fell on Helen Walters. GMTV's 
camera was the only movement in the hall area as it turned to capture Tom and I as we 
stood transfixed looking at the hall cupboard. The seconds ticked away, it was now one 
minute to twelve, would the tune play I asked myself ? 

Suddenly the silence was pierced by the sound of Polly-Wolly-Doodle, delight turned to 
dismay as we looked towards the source of the music, it was coming from the hand held 
Orac games machine which Tom Moir was holding in his hands. I felt as if someone had 
punched me in the stomach as the realisation that months of this continuous tune being 
played was not coming from the guitar as stated by the family, but from this simple 
games machine. ...But wait...it suddenly dawned on me that this spirit child of which 
both mediums had confirmed, could well have been using this device to sound off in 
order to make her presence known to the family. Some would say that this is stretching 
the bounds of credulity, but I would ask the reader to cast their mind back to old 
Victorian England and the Spiritualist seances of that era. 

For if we remember, what we saw there was, tambourines rise into the air with no one 
holding them and rattling away. Small concertinas would also rise up into the air and 
play away, again, with no human agency behind them. Spirit was using these musical 
Instruments as a means of coirenunication with the sitters, letting them know of their 
presence. OK, I agree that this explanation may not meet with the approval of some 
readers, but I would ask readers not to be too hasty in dismising this explanation. 

I do honestly feel that this spirit child was behind this, and that she was using this 
to continually make the family aware, that she was around. I should also mention the 
fact that, on "every” occasion just prior to the music being played, Margaret the mo¬ 
ther, had the sensation of her head feeling very heavy, which lifted seconds after the 
music had played. 

THE SPIRIT CHILD MOVES ON . ! 

Seconds after the music had played, Helen Walters began to receive psychic impressions 
from the spirit girl, she also sensed the larger dark shaped figure standing next to 
the girl, Helen could not discern who this figure was or if it was male or female. 

Some minutes later, as the film crew and family members stood listening to every word 
that Helen was saying, a dramatic event occured. For as on our last visit, Helen was 
violently thrown out of the cupboard, and with a resounding "crack", banged her head 
with some force on the wall opposite the cupboard. We all quickly rushed to her aid, 
and although badly shaken, she was basically OK. She brushed herself down, and retur¬ 
ned to the cupboard, i'll say this for Helen, she sure has guts ! Unfortunately for 
Helen, she was again thrown out of the cupboard, only this time, we were in a position 
to catch her. Helen informed us that the spirit child was still reluctant to leave the 
home. At this point we decided to have a short break as the events had been most un¬ 
nerving to some of us ! During our break, Sue Woodfield of GMTV explained to me that 
they now had enough film and would shortly be leaving. As GMTV packed up, I had been 
observing the mother and could see that she was quite uneasy about all that was going 
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on around her, and to some degree I felt that it was all my fault. Her house had been 
disrupted, turned upside down, and various people had trooped through her home hoping 
to see a ghost ! I took her aside and explained how sorry I was for all the inconven¬ 
ience and it could all stop if she wanted to get rid of the spirit child this night. 
And if we did, and we were successful, then there would be no need for us to return. 
After a small pause Margaret said, "Yes Malcolm, I would like you to move this spirit 
child on". I should also state here the fact that, never at any time was the family 
alarmed by this spirit child, it never frightened them. They were aware of its pre¬ 
sence but it never was manevolent. None the less, the mother did state that it would 
be in the best interest if we did move this spirit child on. I explained this to our 
medium Helen Walters, and she agreed that she would try and move the child on. 

And so I returned to the cupboard with Helen and Margaret's son Jim. Helen stood in 
the middle, I stood at her back, and Jim stood at her front. Jim and I held hands fo¬ 
rming a protective circle around Helen. Helen then "tuned in" to spirit, and procee¬ 
ded to say out loud, a prayer of which we hoped would make the spirit child realise 
that it was futile for her to hang around the Earth plane, and that there would be a 
place for her towards the light. Silence followed Helen's prayer, and uneasiness foll¬ 
owed. Would I be struck I thought to myself, would I see something ? what would happen 
next ? 

Several minutes later, Helen again spoke, only this time saying, .."She's going now, 
she's moving on. She's giving me a wee smile, a wee nod of her head, and she is being 
led away...she understands". It was over. I breathed a sigh of relief, as did Jim 
as his sweaty hands released from mine. We then went into the living room and explain¬ 
ed to Margaret and others what had taken place. Margaret was glad, though in a way 
she was also sad too. For she had in a way,struck up a bond with the spirit child 
but even so, she knew deep down that she shouldn't be here, and now thankfully she was 
with someone, and in a better place. SPI said goodbye to the family and asked them to 
let us know if the spirit child‘returned, and as of this time of writing, late October 
everything is still quiet and peaceful. 

MY APPEARANCE ON GMTV . 

A few weeks later, Sue Woodfield of GJ-fTV rang me and invited me down to London to the 
Television Studios to talk live about this case with presenter Earrcnon Holmes and 
Lorraine Kelly. I was flown down from Glasgow, put up at a posh hotel, and driven to 
the studios where I did two live spots of which they also ran the video that they 
took at Margaret's home. And true to her word, Sue did not disclose the town in ques¬ 
tion, nor the familys names. So this was quite an unusual case for SPI, and I would 
like to thank all those who assisted. In closing i'll now feature Tom Mdir's report 
on the case. 

POLLY-WOLLY-DOCDLE, BY TOM MOIR . 

I was called into this case by Malcolm Robinson to investigate the strange case of a 
'Keystar'electronic keyboard/guitar playing a tune when the batteries were not in 
place. I was present at the house on three occasions. FIRST OCCASION . On the first 
occasion, we waited till lam with microphones placed next to the Keystar. A BBC Radio 
Scotland reporter was present, as were most of the family. When the time came I heard 
absolutely nothing. The tape recorders, mine and the BBC, registered no sound. However 
with the exception of myself and the BBC reporter and another person, the noise was 
heard and was very faint. I opened up the Keystar to see if it had been tampered with 
in any way and found no evidence for this. In my opinion, the sound, (if there was 
one), could not have been coming from the Keystar. I was assured by the family that 
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the tune Polly-Wolly-Doodle had been on the Keys tar, but was now somehow missing. Had 
the ghost stloen the tune ? SECOND OCCASION . On the eve of the second trip, the Key- 
star played its tune at twelve midnight, somehow the time had changed. When I arrived 
the next evening we were to late. We then thought that a good plan was to move the 
Keystar from the house altogether, and see if the sound was still heard. I thought 
that the Keystar was a red herring. I also left a microphone with the family to record 
the tune. The following evenings the tune was recorded, and later by Malcolm himself. 
The source of the sound was traced to a cupboard in the hall. THIRD OCCASION. A night 
which legends are made of ! The Television Company GMTV were present, and we were des¬ 
perate for a conclusion to me met, for the familys sake at least. On hearing the re¬ 
cordings, I was sure they were identical. The tune had to come from a Melody Generator 
Integrated Circuit. Similar kinds are found in Greeting Cards, Toys, Watches, etc. 

They are made by a company in Taiwan called United Microelectronics. Similar circuits 
are made in other parts of the Far East, for example, mainland China. The only problem 
was that the sound from my own melody generator which I obtained off a birthday card 
had too much treble and not enough power to the sound as compared with the recordings. 

The second puzzling thing, was that the time changed from lam to Midnight, and the 
volume changed. Sometimes it was loud, and sometimes it was nearly in-audible. A poss¬ 
ible explanation is that the batteries could be low. This sometimes happens with dig¬ 
ital watches. I also purchased, a few days ealier, a Mark II Keystar from Argus. I 
contacted the manufacturer and asked about the original Keystar and its Melody Book, 
(The set tunes that it plays). I was informed that Polly-Wolly-Doodle, has never been 
used, or will be used, The family therfore was mistaken. The sound had to be coming 
from the cupboard. In the event, we dramatically captured the sound on the night. 

Right on cue, it played from a hand held (Chinese) games machine which I was holding. 

I was gobsmaked, (since I thought the sound would not happen), but at the same time 
was quite pleased that the case had been resolved. After examining the device the next 
day, I could set it's clock and alarm, and replicate the problem in the house. Part of 
the problem is that the device plays a different tune most of the time, and only Polly 
Wolly-Doddle, when the alarm goes off. An occasional user might not have noticed or 
even remembered the tune. 

A few things still puzzle me : (I) The time change by one hour, possibly a battery 
problem, but on the night it sounded really loud. Battery type AA. (2) Why the change 
of volume ? Againa battery problem ? The heat in the cupboard could give a modest re¬ 
charge, but I am far from convinced. Another possibility is that the battery was a bit 
loose. This leads to the possibility that either a hoaxer knew about it all the time, 
"or, something even stranger" ! I would conclude that the source of the melody was 
from the device in the cupboard, not the Keystar, and that probably the young nephew 
had been playing with it near the time of the first incident. We may never know the 
full story, but it certainly gave me a night I will always remember as long as I live. 
The events with Helen the medium, on the final occasion, were quite alarming at the 
time, (the whole room shook as she hit the wall partion), and make me wonder at this 
world in which we live and the mysteries which it holds.TOM MOIR- 

CONCLUDING REMARKS . 

As we can see from Tom's report, we differ in the interpretation of how and why the 
music played. The family still maintain that without doubt the music distinctly came 
from the guitar ! However we did uncover the fact that the music was coming from the 
Orac games machine, and it is my considered opinion, that the spirit child was using 
this device, (I don't knowhow !) to make her presence known. Let us not forget too, 
of the instances of which this spirit girl touched family members, and, that two In¬ 
dependant psychic mediums confirmed her presence in the home. A happy ending was the 
result, and ENIGMAS aim to feature Helen Walters account in our next issue.

Farmers around Kempsey on the NSW North Coast, esp- 
cially in the foothills of the vast impenetrable 
Carrai Range west of town, frequently carry rifles 
with them while checking stock in remote areas. 

They recall only too well incidents that have occ- 
ured thereabouts over the years, of hairy manbeasts 
that have strayed from their mountain lairs onto 
remote farming properties. The story is still re¬ 
called how in 1965, a husband and wife left their 
remote foothills farm one morning to shop in Kem¬ 
psey. Their 15 year old daughter was left behind 

alone to do the housework. She had tidied up about the house, and was in the back 
yard feeding chickens when the family dog, chained up near the house, began barking 
furiously. Then cringing, crawled inside its kennel.

The girl, suddenly aware that something was behind her, turned, dropped the bag of 
chicken feed she had been holding, and screamed in terror. There, standing several 
metres from her, and towering over her frail 1.8m height, was an enormous hairy man¬ 
like beast a good 2.6m tall, and showing a ferocious look in its eyes, which she later 
recalled were set deep inside big eyebrows. Large teeth showed from its snarling mouth 
and it had an overpowering odour. The manbeast moved towards her, but the terrified 
girl rushed up the back door steps into the house, slamming and bolting the door as 
she did so. 


For some minutes she later recalled the beast paced around the house emitting a loud 
grunting sound, then all went silent. She was beside herself with terror when her 
parents returned a couple of hours later, and although she could describe exactly what 
she had seen to them, and later to police, nobody in authority took any action. No 
search was organised to attempt to track the mysterious intruder due to the vastness 
of the nearby wilderness. The above story is typical of many, often quite believable 
accounts I receive and follow up. But sightings reports are only as good as the pe¬ 
ople who claim to have experienced them, and are not physical proof. However, like 
the best of the plaster casts and photographs of possible Yowie tracks found in the 
wild, they are good circumstancial evidence upon which to build a case for these cre¬ 
atures existence. But, if the Yowie exists, why hasn't one been captured by now ? 

Or why hasn't someone found any bones or a recently deceased carcass ? 

The answer is simple. The Yowies habitat covers vast tracts of inaccessible forest 
covered mountain territory forming the Eastern Australian mountain ranges. Country so 
inaccessible that any rare or "unknown" species could very easily escape human detection 
for centuries. Under these circumstances, capturing a Yowie would be virtually imposs¬ 
ible, let alone attempting to photograph one. As for finding recently deceased remains 
or bones, mother nature keeps a clean house. No sooner does an animal die in the wild 
than its tissue is quickly eaten up by other animals, decomposition and acidic chemi¬ 
cals in the forest soil. Bones become scattered, softened by moisture, and cracked by 
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heat, so that soon nothing remains. Everyone has seen Koalas in zoos, but how many 
have ever found one dead in the wild ? The Australian bush is so vast that it is a 
case of being in the right place at the right time to find any recently deceased ani¬ 
mal or its skeleton. The rarer the species, the less chance of finding remains. So 
finding physical evidence of the Yowie will be very difficult, considering the habitat 
in which they live. On the other hand, fossil remains of a Yowie could yet turn up to 
finally settle the issue. It was for the purpose of gathering such evidence that I 
established the "Australian Unknown Animals Research Centre" (PO Box 473 Kootingal 
NSW 2352, Australia, where I welcome any information helpful to my Investigations. 

Not a week passes without someone mailing or phoning me with a reported sighting to 
follow up, or, occasionally, mystery footprints to inspect in some remote area. I often 
receive photos of Yowie type tracks, and, sometimes actual plaster casts. While many 
cast tracks can easily be dismissed as the work of hoaxers, there are a few identical 
tracks which possess anatomical features unique to primate type creatures of which 
laymen are ignorent, found hundreds of kilometres apart. This was the case with a single 
cast at least twice the size of a normal human foot, displaying an opposable big toe, 
found on a lonely 4 wheel drive track deep in the Kanangra Boyd National Park, high up 
in the Jenolan Range, south west of Katoomba NSW in 1987. 

It compares favourably with a number of giant sized footprints found by campers in 
the Numinbah Valley, below the imposing Lamington Plateau on the Qld/NSW border in 1970. 
These tracks found embedded in creek mud, measured 45cm in length, by 20cm wide across 
the toes. Much later, in March 1990, businessman Craig Turner, en route to Sydney, 
stopped his car by a Numinbah Valley Creek. Walking along the bank he found several 
large footprints embedded up to 4cm deep in mud. Spaced I.5m apart, the footprints 
measured 40cm in length by I7cm wide. After obtaining plaster from a nearby town, he 
made casts of left and right feet, which he later gave me. 

Recently, an identical right foot cast of the same 
measurements came to me from the Kiandra district 
in the Snowy Mountains. Identical tracts from such 
widely distributed localities, are a persuasive 
argument for che existence of the Yowie. Like 
Asian and American "manbeast" footprints, those of 
the Yowie have flat arches, with abnormally wide 
heels. The toes are short, and the forefoot less 
tapered than the human foot. 

With a knowledge of primate foot skeletal structure 
and musculature, fake tracts are easily detected. 
When a fake foot rises, it kicks up a little mound 
of dirt behind the toes in the footprint. Shoes, 
or a bare foot kick up a mound of dirt back toward 
the middle of the foot. From all the foregoing evidence, it is obvious that the Yowie 
Yeti/Bigfoot stand somewhere between man and ape, a feature of most descriptions 
given by people who have come face to face with one of these creatures.' And here are 
some of the moderiL.day reports of people who have had the "encounter of a lifetime". 

The Snowy Mountains has produced many encounters. My research findings show many of 
these reports occur about June, following the first winter snowfall, when the animal 
life of the high country migrates into the lower regions. It is at this time that sigh¬ 
tings of manbeasts, or foot print discoveries, often on snow covered ground, are most 
prevalent. During June 1970, at Geehi, northwest of Mt Kosciusko, two mountaineers, 

Ron Bartlett and Frank Sinclair, were camped on the edge of a stand of mountainside 
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trees. Overnight a light snowfall had occured. At daybreak they were preparing to 
abondon camp when Frank noticed some large, manlike tracks embedded in nearby snow. 
Both had heard tales of the giant hairy "Doolagahls" said to inhabit the mountain 
country, but had taken little notice of these "bushmen's tales", until they saw these 
tracks. The men also detected a strange odour and had the distinct feeling that they 
were not alone. Cautiously, they bagan working their way down the mountainside scrub. 
Suddenly, ahead they spotted a 2,6m tall, dark hairy man like figure staring at them. 
It then vanished into the dense scrub.

As a researcher into the paranormal, my main priority, (having accepted 
Life After Death as fact), is to show the public when the opportunity 
arises, that psychic phenomena is most certainly worthy of serious sci¬ 
entific enquiry.

Over the years I've asked myself the question, "but what constitutes 
good solid proof" ? "what would Joe Public accept as factual coming from 
the realms of spirit, UFOs, N.D.E's etc. In this day and age of technol¬ 
ogical marvels and amazing computor science and photographic "touch up". 
It's so easy to make something other than what it seems ! The photogra¬ 
phers air brush can take things out of a photograph, whereby giving a 
false impression on what actually should have been there. I feel that j 
the famous 1972 "Nessie" flipper photograph, which shows a clear and 
detailed diamond shaped flipper, may, and I underline may, be the result 
of someone re-touching the photograph/negative, sharpening up the edges 
to make it look something other than it was. Now that is only speculation 
on my part, but my point is simple, what kind of proof would convince . 
the sceptics ? 

Would it be the movement of heavy objects in front of them with no vis¬ 
ible means of support, say during a poltergeist outbreak, would that 
convince a watching sceptic ? I'm sure the reader has his/her own ideas 
as to what kind of evidence would convince the sceptic. Of course this 
is coming from the premise that one accepts Spiritualism and Life After 
Death as being a fact, which I most certainly do. Man's perceverence 
to his fellow man, has throughout the centuries never abated, his quest 
and thirst for knowledge knows no bounds. Marconi, John Logi Baird, The 
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Wright Bros, all pioneers in their own field, were up against critics 
and sheer blinkered ignorisim from their fellow men, who felt that what 
they were trying to convey or achieve, could not be. We researchers are 
to a lesser degree, in the same boat. I've always said that human know¬ 
ledge depends upon asking questions, and if mankind ceases to ask quest¬ 
ions, then we will forever find ourselves stuck in primary one. 

But getting back to my theme of providing evidence to the sceptics. What 
can we do ? Well firstly we must applaud the Noah's Ark Society, (NAS) 
for the sterling work that they are currently carrying out. They are 
going back to grass roots Spiritualism, that of proving, through the 
seance room, of not only transfiguration, (the medium's face taking on 
the features of his/her spirit guide), but apports, levitation of objects 
tables etc, spirit lights.

The province of Manitoba experienced 
a wave of UFO'activity in the months 
of May and June.

Even so, it fright¬ 
ened me enough to run the rest of the way home, "just in case they changed 
their minds and came back to take me away !"

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DOES ANYBODY CARE.?

You know, some of us researchers walk a tightrope, and I'll tell you why. Not long 
after my recent appearance on G.M.T.V. I received a letter from a gentleman, of whom I 
won't disclose his name, but we'll call him Frank. Now in his letter to me, Frank stated 
that for some weeks he had been subject to malevolent forces at work in his home. Frank 
is 42 years of age, and is disabled. In his letters and phone calls he relates that he 
has witnessed strange black shapes in his home of which have been terrorising him. He 
reckons there are at least ten spirits in his home which don't give him a minutes peace. 
It was clear from Frank's letters and phone calls that he was extremely frightened and 
looked to me to hopefully relieve him from his terrifying prediciment. 

Anyway, it was very clear that this chap required assistence, he really needed help. But 
due to the distance involved, (Frank lives in Ellesmere Port Liverpool), I decided that 
the best option for Frank, as I couldn't travel down due to work commitments, was to get 
in touch with the Society For Psychical Research. I spoke on the phone with a lady who 
informed me that they were most reluctant to deal with cases such as this, as nine out 
of ten cases usually turn out the fact that the individual concerned doesn't really re¬ 
quire an exorcist as such, but a consultation with his or her local doctor. Now to a 
point I accept this, for there are on record, a number of cases in which individuals com¬ 
plained of paranormal effects/possesion, when in fact it was later ascertained, that re¬ 
ally it was a doctor they needed all along. So it's a very fine line we tred here. I had 
no luck with the S.P.R ! 

My next step was to phone the College Of Psychic Studies, this I 
did, and I was basically told the same thing there, "that they 
couldn't help, and that the chap should see a doctor" ! "Well 
fine if he really does require a doctor, but what if he doesn't ! 

I then spoke on the phone with a very well known paranormal re¬ 
searcher, (I won't say who for now !) who again agreed with the 
aforementioned societys. This researcher explained to me that 
in America (where else !) paranormal researchers have ended up 
being sued by these type of individuals, ie, people who claim to 
be possessed for a number of reasons, too much to go into here ! 

In the meantime, inbetween my calls to England, Frank continued 
to phone me, pleading for help, almost crying on the phone, ex¬ 
plaining that things were getting worse as the days wore on. 

"Is any-body going to help me" he pleaded ? I explained that I 
had been phoning around trying to get him some help, but wasn't 
having much luck so far, (I didn't tell him the real reasons 
why, not at this stage anyway j) Now I.had also written to the 
Liverpool Spiritualist Church at Daulby Street, where I explained the full situation to 
them in which I hoped that they could be of some assistence to the chap. And you know, 

I never even received a reply ! 

And still the calls came, this chap was really getting desperate. Frank claimed that 
more Demons were in his home, "they were even interfering with him, including sticking 
their tongues in his ear" ! In fact, as Frank spoke to me on the phone, he claimed that 
one Demon was sticking it's erect penis against his leg ! So dear reader, I'm sure your 
wondering what on earth I thought of all this ? Was Frank in need of medical help, or 
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was he truly in need of some spiritual assistence ? Eventually I got round to explain¬ 
ing about why people had been reluctant to come and see him, and that perhaps he should 
discuss these alarming events with his local doctor. He was none too happy with this 
as I kind of expected him to be. "Im hot going mad", he replied, "this is poltergeists 
and Demons, they just won't let me alone". At this point I stressed that he should 
visit the Spiritualist Church in Daulby Street Liverpool, and also, wait for it....I 
said to him...."Tell your Demons to stop haunting you and come up and see me" ! There 
was a deathly silence for a few seconds, after which he replied, "But how do I do that" 
"just speak to them, speak to them out loud to leave you alone and come up and see Mr 
Robinson if they think their so clever", I went on. Well brave words from me, but were 
they silly ? 

In a recent telephone call, Frank explained to me that things are improving, he has 
been to see a Spiritualist, (at a different Liverpool Church), he has also had psychic 
healing, and his general tone of voice seems so much better. He has also moved back in 

with his girlfriend, (they had seperated for a short while), and he now says that there 

are only six Demons now, as opposed to the ten that he had to contend with a few weeks 
ago. Frank has heard footsteps in a bedroom in his girl friends house whilst no one was 
in the room and there are still a few more visits to his Spiritualist friend before 
things hopefully clear up. Frank, a Roman Catholic, had, prior to my involement with 
his case, been blessed by a Priest, but unfortunately this did not help at all. 

My main point with this article however, is, why do some people pre-judge cases like 
Frank's ? OK some individuals are schizophrenic, split personalitys etc, who claim to 
be possessed, hear voices, see things, and indeed there may be a medical reason for 
this, but I'm not convinced that this can apply to all cases;and for any researcher to 
turn a blind eye to someones "clear distress", is to me, bloody shamefull. At least one 
visit should be undertaken for a "face to face" evaluation; to shut the door on people 
like Frank is a crime, and I'm amazed at the Society For Psychical Research, and The 

College Of Psychic Studies for doing so. OK, I only spoke to one individual from each 

society, and this may not be a true representation of the feelings : of each society, but 
none the less, it was an "eye-opener" ! 

And we have to remember too, the fact that researchers are indeed being sued and tred- 
ing deep water, particularly in America in cases like Frank's, in which the researcher 
did not make things better, or indeed made them worse ! (as I've been hearing), to 
which an end result was them facing a law suit. So there are clear pitfalls to be obser¬ 
ved here, and I appreciate to some degree, people's feelings on this one. And to this 
end, I would appreciate the feelings of ENIGMAS readers on this issue. What do you think 
are these people crazy ? are they deluded ? Or are they truly and sadly suffering from 
'Earth-bound Entities'of an unpleasant variety who see fik to force their presence on 
some poor individual like Frank ? Where should help come from ? Please address your 
views to : "Possession" 41 The Braes, Tullibody, Clackmannanshire, Scotland, FKIO 2TT.

The Strange Case of Howard 
and Connie Menger

articles. So sit back and learn what I960's contactee Howard Menger has been up to) 

For many years in the mid I960's, Howard and Connie Menger of High Bridge 
New Jersey basked in the light of public attention with the thrilling re¬ 
velations that they had undergone a repeated series of encounters with 
highly advanced beings from other worlds who had landed behind their home. 
The attractive couple offered as proof, a series of impressive photographs 
purporting to show space craft in flight, as well as the shadowy forms of 
alien beings standing against the lighted hull of these ships from distant 
planets. Though sceptics attempted to pull their story apart, they were 
unable to explain the fact that many of the Menger's neighbours had wit¬ 
nessed strange phenomena in the apple orchard out their back door, incl¬ 
uding tall shapes seemingly floating over high hedges with the greatest 
of ease. 

Others told of seeing streaks of light, pulsating discs, and strange 
flashes from "out of. nowhere". Two men who showed up shortly after Mengers 
story was broadcast on a New York radio station, spent the night parked in 
their automobile, only to experience a period of "missing time?, as well 
as encounters with invisible space beings who followed them for years and 
turned their lives around. Howard claimed on many occasions that he had 
received advanced technical and scientific information from the space pe¬ 
ople who he had regular contact with since child-hood.

The men said they were from the FBI, and warned 
Menger to keep quiet, and not to reveal what he knew about Interplanetary 
travel and the reality of intelligent life on other planets. 

He had many experiences which 
he could not explain, including 
the landing of a space craft in 
the woods from which emerged 
both space aliend, and members 
of the U.S. Military. He could 
only conclude that some members 
of the Government were actually 
working side by side with E.Ts.

E.T/s AND "LOVE" by dxan freeman. 


Evidence is overwhelming that UFOs in past times, including past centuries, have very 
often been seen at sites where intense human emotions were activated, such as battles, 
religious rites, (for instance the Welsh revivals in the early I900's). Sports events 
where people roar with enthusiasm or rage, etc, etc. One source that I read, states 
that this type of E.T. "feeds" on human emotions, being unable to feel any emotions of 
its own. It may in fact receive some kind of "nourishment" through being near humans 
who are in a highly emotional state; or these particular E.T.s may just be curious, 
even baffled by the phenomenon of human emotions. In any case, this does tie in with 
some information that indicates at least one E.T. race is responsible for these sight¬ 
ings, and possibly abductions of humans and/or animals has long ago bred the capacity 
for emotion out of its make-up. 

This information in fact, has come through some channelers, for what that may be worth, 
and if I may remind readers of the RA materials, the "nine" who communicated through 
Dr.Vinod in the book about Uri Gellar which Andrija Puharich wrote. In that book, at 
one point seemed to be stating that they had become like computors, unable to experience 
emotions. Some recent material also corroborates this. What I am leading up to is this: 

A few weeks ago I was discussing this with a friend, and she was saying that SOME pe¬ 
ople who are abducted and/or contacted by UFO entities, experience a feeling of "great 
love" being directed towards them by the E.T.s, (or whoever they are....some abductees 
report seeing humans on board the craft where they are taken for examinations). 

I found myself replying to my friend, "yes certainly, because they, [this group of 
E.T.s], have discovered the frequency of the emotion of love, and can emit it at will 
whenever they desire to use it to influence a human being". What astonished me, is I 
heard these words coming out of my lips without any conscious mental formation on my 
part, and when I make remarks in that way, I have found over the years, that those 
remarks are absolutely accurate. (For instance, on April the 28th, 1965, I stepped 
outside my office in downtown Seattle and stopped imnediately, saying to myself, 
"Earthquake Weather" ! I then wondered if I had said it mentally to myself, or if it 
was channelled, or what. The next morning, one of the most severe earthquakes to hit 
this area, occured at 8:29 am.) There have been other instances where I've "come up" 
with remarks, some of them predictions of future events, and in each instance, when¬ 
ever the words arrive unbidden on my lips, or in my mind, the truth of the remark is 
shortly bourne out. 

The rationale for the use of this "love" frequency on the part of the UFO people, would 
be for the purpose of intergrating themselves to a selected human, so that cooperation 
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with further plans of theirs, [the E.T.s] would be more likely forthcoming from the 
human, (or, if not for that specific purpose, simply to see how the human would res¬ 
pond to such a vibration). I can tell you from personal experience, that I have felt 
both love and hate, as intense vibrations directed toward me by two different people 
at two different times. There simply was no mistaking either one for something else. 
Anyone who is psychically sensitive, will also verify that these are absolutely real 
"feelings" when directed intensely toward oneself by another. I even make sure that the 
pet cats I have, are subjected to constant bathing in the vibration of love, so that if 
they become ill or injured, I can catch them or get them some help. This surely is a 
technique which would be used by those who want to control others. 

Naturally this would only work on entities who have the ability to respond to the love 
vibration, because they themselves contain a great capacity for loving, which many 
creatures have. On the reverse side of the coin, there are the cold, indifferent, even 
sadistic types of creatures, (animals and humans alike) on whom this love vibration 
would not work, and for whom pure intimidation would be necessary for the purpose of 
control. I just read a book about M.K. Ultra, the CIA sponsored program designed to 
institute mind and behavior control, (via brainwashing and other techniques) in humans. 
If ever absolute evil existed, it was in this program and others like it ! 

At any rate, I just wanted to share the above thought about E.T.s 
and "love" with you, because I am more than slightely convinced 
that my insight has some truth to it. And I am more convinced 
than ever, that most E.T.s who contact humans via abductions, are 
bent on controlling, rather than helping humans. The evidence is 
strong on that. The channelings which come through highly evolved 
entities, on the other hand, are entirely different, and appear 
designed only for the benefit and enlightment of the embattled 
human race.
